ed to the district attorney's office that 
steps toward taking the suspect into 
custody would be impractical now. 


•Obstacles in the 
shape of evasive 


witnesses and vanishing evidence had 
temporarily blocked the trail. 


The detectives had left the district 


attorney's office early Saturday morn- 
ing, 
armed 
with 
search 
warrants. 


Their destination 
was kept secret. 


They were known however, to be fol- 
lowing a trail started by statements 
of a nurse that sh» had seen a man 
lurking in the shadows near Taylor's 
home the night of the murder. 


Following out the clew given by the 


nurse, police took a suspect into cus- 
tody as a material witness. The mys- 
terious prisoner's cap, seized when he 
was arrested, answered the descrip- 
tion of the cap worn by the prowler 
observed by the nurse and Mrs. Doug- 
las McLean the night of the murder. 
Bloodstains were found on the visor 
of the cap.

Mandate Changes 


Washington. — A treaty was for- 


mally signed Saturday between 
the 


United SJtatos and Japan finally set- 
tling the famous Yap controversy. 


This treaty was signed at 2 o'clock 


in the state department, by Secretary 
of State Hughes and Baron Shidoha- 
ru, the Japanese ambassador 
here. 


These two men negotiated the 
set- 


tlement embodied in the treaty. 


The Yap treaty also clears up an- 


other question concerning the four 
power Pacific pact, as one of the res- 
ervations of the United States to 
that ^reaty was that there must bo a, 
satisfactory settlement between 
the 


United States and Japan regarding the 
status of the Yap and the other for- 
mer German islands in the Pacific 
north of the equator which are under 
Japanese mandate. 


GET EQUAL RIGHTS 


Briefly tho treaty 
provides 
the 


United States shall have free access 
to Yap on entire equality with Japan 
or any other nation in everything re- 
garding the landing or operation" ot 
the existing Yap-Guam cable or any 
cable hereafter laid by the 
United 


States or its 
nationals; 
and 
the 


United States and ' its 
nationals 


will be accorded the same rights and 
privileges in radio telegraphic service 
as in cables, except that so long as 
Japan maintains a satisfactory radio 
telegraphic station on- the island of 
Yap the United States and its na- 
tionals will not establish such sta- 
tions on the island; with other de- 
tailed provisions to safeguard Ameri- 
can rights at Yap in electrical commu- 
nications 


The United States consents to the 


administration by the Japanese under 
mandate of the former German islands 
north of the equator in the Pacific in- 
cluding Yap; this is American recog- 
nition of the Japanese mandate over 
Yap—subject to certain detailed con- 
cliticjns to preserve American 
rights 


a-nd "interests, ^including a very- Im- 
portant provision that any modifies* 
lions in tho mandate by Japan are 
to bo subject to tho consent of 
the 


ITiiitctl States and that Japan will ad- 
dress to the United Stales a duplicate 
report on the administration of the 
mandate.

RURAL FREE DELIVERY 


A iimely warning to authorities respon- 


sible for keeping our country roadsdn re- 
pair has been issued in the form of a new 
ruling on impassable roads by Postma's- 
ter General Will II. Hays. "\Vhen the se- 
verity of winter is over aud tfie first •» arm 
days of spring vanquish the d£ep snow- 
drifts and melt the frozep road beds, the 
bottomless mud and dangerous washouts 
that we sometimes find are thjngs that the 
rur.al carrier should not be forced to con- 
tend 'with. A brief interpretation of the 
ruling shows that where there is no effort 
made to repair the road over which the 
rural carrier must travel no mail will be 
delivered. 


The rural carrier is an important fac- 


tor in the happiness and wellbeing of the 
rural resident. Under the conditions of 
his employment he is obliged to provide 
and maintain his own vehicle and his 
daily journey is mapped out for him, so 
that he must cover the same ground re- 
peatedly. 
If one section of the road 


on Ids route is in a hazardous con- 
dition he has. in the past, been compelled 
to make the most of it. Usually he has 
managed to get through by the skin of his 
teeth, but many times he has suffered a 
loss by accident to his vehicle or to him- 
self. It is only right that he should have 
some recourse from the injustice of this 
condition. In the future hte services will 
be denied to *the patrons of his route be- 
yond that point where there is an impa&si- 


j ble section in the road over which he 
, wends his way. It behooves rural resi- 


dents to exert their influence with town- 
ship authorities and county highway com- 
missioners to prepare for the havoc 
wrought with the roads when the frost 
leaves the ground. As an alternative 
they are to be denied the -advantages of 
rural free delivery.

"Some are born great." 
So said 


Shakespeare three hundred years agp, 
but Ins, words had no application tq 
the cube of Abrahajn I,|nco)n. That 
Lincoln was the product of both at- 
tained eite.xtness and of having giea.t 
ncas thrust upon nim by reason of 
his utMmnjeijt^, depcribeg il| 4 few 
words two facts which go some way 
at least toward making his life a lit- 
tle better understood. The fact that 
the period pf his greatest fame—the 
presidential period—W*!* So very br»ef 
must always remain 
the sad back- 


ground to tlus great man's life. 
It 


coveted but little more 
than 
five 


years, from the date of hi,-5 election in 
1860 to the d4tc of his death in April 
1865. Before that we have what DriiiW- 
water chooses to call his "fjfty fame- 
loss years." As a matter of fact, this 
must be reduced somewhat, for Lin- 
coln WAS known far beyond the' bor- 
ders of Illinois before he had become 
half a century old. 


Lincoln, unlike most men who em- 


brace a professional caj-eer, had seem- 
ingly permitted nearly thjrfy years of 
his life blip away before he reached 
the decision to become a lawyer. !}is 
first years of manhood weie quite 
aimless. He was at forty no farther 
along in his legal attainments than 
hundreds of members of the bar in 
the middle west of those days. Perhaps 
he was not so far along as most of 
then And his handicaps bemaed inuc.i 
greater. He did not possess deep learn- 
ing nor was he looked upon 
as 4 


profound student. He certainly lack- 
ed the social graces. At times he had 
shown an indifference to the law and 
certain it is that politics, interested 
hint far more. 


In comparison with his fellows, how- 


eier, ;yn.c<jln, a way back before he 
was licensed to appear in court, re- 
vealed a trait which few others pos- 
sessed. It had been noticed and com- 
mented upon by his associates.
